YACO Officers 


YACO'S annual meeting and election of 
officers will be held on Sunday, May 3» 1981. 
It doesn't seem possible that it has been 
nearly a year since you elected me as your 
president. But any rate we have to elect or 
reelect a new slate of officers as is called 
for in our corporate By-Laws. I may be ap¬ 
pointing a Nominating Committee to search 
out candidates for YACO office. It will be 
this committee's function to make sure that 
there is at least one candidate for each 
office. I would encourage anyone interested 
in serving as a YACO officer to get in touch 
with me or the Nominating Committee once it 
is appointed. I would sincerely like to see 
more members interested in helping YACO by 
serving as an officer or as a committee 
person. It's really not as much work as you 
might think. The only qualifications that 
you must have are a desire to see YACO sus¬ 
tain itself and to work to preserve our good 
name in the community. 

Once the Nominating Committee has made its 
report at the May meeting, nominations can be 
made from the floor. In other words, even if 
the Nominating Committee does not nominate 
a particular person, he or she could still 
be nominated by any voting member anytime 
prior to the election. 

Voting on contested offices will be by 
secret ballot as is prescribed for in our 
By-Laws. Obviously, if the office is un¬ 
contested, the voting will be by voice vote 
as allowed for in Robert'.s Rules of Order. 

As this will be only our Second Election 
and the elections last year were uncon¬ 
tested, our experience in dealing with bal¬ 
loting is nil.

BLUE BALKAN 

Larry Vuckovich 
Inner City 1096 

An impressive “debut” album by a local 
veteran pianist who originally hailed from the 
little-known metropolis of Kotor, Yugoslavia. Vuc¬ 
kovich is a steady swinger who matches a taut 
sense of lyricism with good hard-bop underpin¬ 
nings. He wrote all of the compositions here 
excepting two standards. The beauty of his ap¬ 
proach is that he chose to alternate totally modern 
tunes with pieces that reflect the folk melodies of 
the Balkan area — which gives the LP a refreshing, 
vital, honest quality. (Just as it’s fine whenever 
Josef Zawinul injects some of his Austrian schtick 
into Weather Report’s music.) The instrumenta¬ 
tion is unusual — Bobby Hutcherson’s vibes and 
marimba, and Erik Golub’s violin and viola rein¬ 
force Vuckovich’s soulful approach. It’s music that 
sticks with you.

The name Nikolich or 
throughout Croatia. 

The first Nikolich Coat of Arms was granted in 1688 by King Leopold 
of Austria for gallantry in war against the Turks. Other Arms were 
granted to Nikolich-Raskovich in 1791 and to another family in 1884 in 
Vienna. 

The American Nikolich’s also were fighters. 

Stephen Nikolich enlisted in the Confederate Army as a private at 
Pensacola, Fla., on May 4, 1861. Another Nikolich fought for the Con¬ 
federacy in 1862 in Captain Ketchum's Company, Alabama Artillery. This' 
same Nikolich was a bartender in Mobile, Ala., in 1870. The American 
census said he was a Turk! 

Marco Nikolich married a nice Irish girl named Moran in 1857 in 
Mississippi. George Nikolich was mining gold in Amador County, Calif., 
in 1865.. Marco Nikolich was a general merchant in Dry Valley, Nev. ? in 
1872. John Nikolich was a seaman in Washington State in 1880 and was a 
bartender in San Francisco in 1875. 

The Nikolich participation in the making of America was many and 
varied, from Confederate rebels to goldminers and from dispensing of the 
spirits to chasing Irish lasses — good Croatian boys of whom Mama in 
Old Country would have been proud.

BOSNIAN 

COOKING 


Bosnia is famous for its 
generous hospitable people, its 
exotic architectural and 
historical monuments, its rich 
folklore and handicrafts, and 
colourful bazaars. With its 
superb scenery, unpolluted 
rivers, mediaeval tombstones 
and many rare beauty spots and 
contrasts, it could well be 
termed a gem of Yugoslav and 
European tourism, a balm for 
the eyes of tourists who have 
become slightly bored by the 
sameness of luxury hotels 
serving unimaginative Wiener 
Schnitzels. They will therefore 
be fascinated by something any 
tourist region can envy: 

Bosnia’s cuisine with its special 
dishes satisfying to even the 
most exacting palate, concocted 
with as much inventiveness as 
the stories of the Arabian 
Nights. This Bosnian cooking 
was extolled by ancient story 
tellers, and travellers such as 
Evliya Chelebi, for even in the 
distant past it was a thing to be 
remembered with pleasure. 
Bosnian recipes have been 
recorded in old documents, 
manuscripts and even in folk 
songs. 

It is a generally known fact 
that culinary arts first emerged 
in the countries of the Orient, 
from where they gradually 
spread to Europe. The ancient 
Greeks learned all the secrets of 
preparing palatable dishes from 
the Persians, and the Romans 
learned from the Greeks. The 


famous Wiener Schnitzel 
actually originated in 
Byzantium, and from there came 
to Arabia, finally to travel to 
Spain and Italy. The Austrians 
then brought this delicacy to 
Vienna and made it their own. 
The case is similar with other 
specialities such as mayonnaise, 
beloved by all Frenchmen, 
which was first made not on the 
banks of the Seine, but in 
ancient Greece, where it was 
called the dish of roses. 

The fact remains that many 
Bosnian dishes are of Oriental 
origin, but differing slightly in 
their making from similar dishes 
in eastern countries, each one 
bearing a distinctive mark of the 
Bosnian region. Luka Gr6i6- 
Bjelokosib wrote in his record 
about the people of these parts, 
drawn largely from native lore 
and printed in Mostar in 1902, 
that such dishes had become 
native to Bosnia and could 
safely be called real national 
dishes. 

Alija LakiSid, who took his 
master's degree in tourist 
economics, spent many years 
studying and collecting 
information about Bosnian 
cooking. Thanks to him we have 
the first book containing 
valuable information about 
various kinds of Bosnian 
cooking with hundreds of 
recipes for savory dishes cakes 
and sweets. 

Laki§ic holds the view that 
Bosnian cooking represents the 


culinary art of the Bosnian 
people and those of 
Herzegovina, influenced by • 
elements of their culture and 
containing much of the oriental 
way of life, so that in many ways 
it is a combination of the tastes 
of East and West. 

Lakisic foraged among old 
books, manuscripts and 
documents, and spent hours 
talking to old women well 
versed on this subject, in order 
to discover the recipes of the 
old master cooks, who were , 
called ashchiya, who handed 
down their secrets from father 
to son. According to the 
historian Basheskija, the first 
ashchiya mentioned in written 
documents worked in the 
Isa-Beg Inn around the year 
1462. In Sarajevo's Ba§ Carsijs 
(bazaar) the present-day local 
cooks still know how to make 
some of the famous old dishes. 
Here the best-known 
restaurant of this kind is 
"Daire” (which means 
tambourine), which serves a 
number of traditional dishes 
that delight all tourists from 
both at home and abroad. 
Tourist officials in Sarajevo 
consider that due attention 
should be given to the Bosnian 
cuisine to save it from oblivion 
and give it the place it deserves 
Some recipes are known only to 
a number of elderly people, 
especially how to make the 
famous Bosnian pita (for what 
pizza is to Italians, pita is to 
Bosnians). Muhamed 
Duramovic, a great conoisseur 
of Bosnian cooking, now 
teaching culinary arts in 
Sarajevo’s school for hoteliers, 
tells us he has spent years 
looking for some old woman 
who would reveal to him the 
secret of how to make the 
original Diandar baklava, a 
sweetmeat made of 24 layers ol 
paper-thin pastry.

Henry S. Hart in his book, Venetian Adventurer: Marco Polo, states, 
“These merchants were Maffeo and Nicolo Polo, sons of one Marco Polo, 
a descendant of an old Dalmatian Family which had come from Sibenik, 
Dalmatia, and settled in Venice in the ilth Century." 

Hart goes on to say, “The crews of the Venetian ships were freemen, so 
many of them Slavonians (Croatians) from the Dalmatian Coast that the 
long quay by $t Mark’s was and is known as the Riva degli Sciavoni 
(Slavonian-Croatian)." 

Marco Polo was the greatest explorer of all time. More significant than 
Columbus, he opened to Europe all of Asia, including China, which in turn 
prompted the discovery of America. 

It is said that Marco Polo had a home on the Island of Korcula in 
Dalmatia, then a shipbuilding and merchant center of Dalmatia. 

The merchant and the noble classin Dalmatia did use two names, one 
Latin-Italian as citizens of Venice and their own Slavic name in their own 
circles, Bogdamch became Bogdaneo, Mladinich-Mladineo, Arnerich- 
Arneri and Glavinich-Capogrosso. Some simply used the Latin-Italian 
meaning of their name, such as Cvietkovich-Florio. Lupis-Vukasinovich 
or Polo-Pilich. 

The Marco Polo Coat of Arms includes four chickens. In Italian, Polo 
means chicken or fowl; in Croatian Pilich means chicks or chickens. 
Accident or coincidence? 

The City of Drnis, Dalmatia, approximately 20 kilometers from Sibenik 
(the origins of Polo) has over 25 families with more than 130 individuals 
named Pilich. Polo is found in only two families far to the north. Coin¬ 
cidence? How about a Croatian Marco Polo? 

It would do well to initiate a Poio-Pilic genealogical search. Who will 
join me?
